TELLS OF HORRORS.

Los Angeles Man Who Went Through 
Texas Inferno Relates Incidents That 
Portray Vwidly the Imquity of In- 


EW M. JOHNSON, a Los Angeles 
painter, at present working at No. 
721 South Main street, was the vic- 
tim of the brutality of plantation 
bosses and officers in the Burleson 
county worknouse, Texas, and was 
lorfk held in peonage. Hi health was 
seriously affected by the rigors of ais 


Startiing cruelty that rivals the tales 
of Siberian prison horrors. He will 
probably be a government witness at 


the forthcoming trial of Robert New- 4 
som, the superintendent of the plan- 


tation where he worked, and Holland 
McLeod, the brutal guard of the 
workhouse, whose indictment was re- 
ported in The Times last Sunday. 
These two, together with a justice of 
the peace and a constable, will be 
tried in the United States District 
Court at Austin, Tex... on June 1. 

Johnson is an educated man, 2 
years of age, and he apparently would 
make a’far better witness than many 
of the negroes who were held in stav- 
ery by the indicted men, according 
tv a maswv of overwhelming testimony. 

“I read an account in The Times of 
some of the iniquities of the Burieson 
county peonage system,” eald John- 
son yesterday afternoon,” and I know 
that the dispatches fall short of* the 
truth. | am unable to adequately nar- 
rate the indignities, the awful vn«eani- 
tary eondition ef our sleeping apart- 
ment, and -the stench of the food 
served us, I have read descriptions 
of Russian prisons, and have 
my fataer describe the military pris- 
ons during the Civil War. Nothing 
that one can imagine equals che 
reality of the workhouse life where I 
passed sixty days, though an 1! 
person.’ 

FALIA INTO PBDONAGE.,. 

Johnson had been working at his 
trade in Houston and started for 
Caldwell, county seut of Burleson. 
With him was a sign-painter, whore 
name Johnson can only remember as 
“thud.” Joanson said he paid the 
trainmen for allowing the two to ride 
on the freight. He said he had. money 
with him and. never intended to 
“beat” his way. 

“] used te be a Urakeman back in 
my home State of Ilinvis,” said John- 
son. “There is a kind of freemasonry 
among all railroad men. I told the 
crew that it would help us a lot if 
we could ride with them.

“IT found a man who offered me em- 
ployment. and Started back to vee 
how ‘Bud’ was getting along.

“We were taken before a justice of 
the peace, and after a farce of # trial 
were sentenced te serve two months 
in the county workhouse. I was net 
allowed to secure a lawyer, nor to 
summon the trainmen who could have 
vouched for my character, as I had 
credentials that would have showed 
I was not a criminal. As near as I 
could make out, the charge against us 
was stealing a ride on the freight 
train. 

“I was not allowed to write to any 


of my people, and for two months I 
dropped out of sight as completely as 


f I. had been buried.” 

INTO THE WORKHOUSE. 
Though Johnson did not know where 
be and his companion were being 
taken, he remembered at last being 


hauled roughly out of the wagon and 
into the workhouse. 


“Hell began then for me,” contin- 


ued Johnson. “My companion suf!" 
fered from asthma s0 badly that he 


was given his freedom after one day 


under the brutal lash of Holland Mc- 
Leod. 


“] was put to work digging ditches. 


As McLeod went past me, I looked up. 
Probabiy he did not like the glance 
I gave him, for he lashed me across 
the lips with a dog whip. 


“If you don’t want to be killed, 


just keep your mouth shut, said a 
white man who was working near 
me. I knew it was good advice, and 
during my imprisonment I never as 
much as opened my mouth in com- 
piaint. I did every task In a willing 
manner, and thus escaped some of the 
cTuelty 1 saw inflicted on those about 
me. 


“We worked on a plantation some 


miles away. I know now that I have 
seen the newspaper articles that it 
was the Koppe piace in Brazoria coun- 
ty. 1 got acquainted with Ward Fuller,

The daily paper 
informs the citizen what eos is doing. 
tells the banker of the ups and

of the world. It tells the philanthropist of what his 
fellows are doing the wide world over: If this 
preacher had only warned his flock to beware of 
the yellow ee eed for the sake of exploit- 
ing a sensation t regard to its truth, to 
eschew the sheet that bears faleé witness against 
its neighbors for political or other purposes, we 
should have understood what he was aiming at and 
recognized that he was standmg on firm ground.
